The  nominee  for  alumnae  trustee 
to  succeed  Annie  (Bates)  Haden, 
A.B.  ’88,  who  this  year  completes  her 
three-year  term  as  alumnae  trustee, 
has  followed  with  inspiring  enthus- 
iasm and  remarkable  success  through 
the  years  the  interests  that  she  had  as 
a school-girl  at  Wesleyan. 

She  majored  in  Greek  and  Latin  at 
Wesleyan,  and  began  teaching  that 
subject  immediately  upon  graduation.

PROFESSION 

After  being  instructor  in  Greek  and 
Latin  in  Columbia,  Miss.,  and  in- 
structor in  Latin  and  principal  of 
Deshler  School  for  Girls  in  Alabama, 
she  went  to  Girls’  High  School  in 
Atlanta,  and  has  been  for  the  past  ten 
years  Head  of  the  Latin  Department 
in  that  school,  one  of  the  largest  in 
the  South.

She  has 
studied  at  the  University  of  Califor- 
nia, at  the  University  of  Colorado, 
and  has  done  graduate  work  at  the 
American  Academy  in  Rome. 
OFFICES  HELD 

Annabel  Horn  is  Director  in  At- 
lanta of  the  Drama  League.  She  was 
president  in  1932-33  of  the  Georgia 
Classical  Association.  As  an  officer  on 
the  National  Board  of  the  Wesleyan 
Alumnae  Association,  she  has  render- 
ed valuable  service  in  connection  with 
Dormitory  Day  at  the  college  and 
with  the  Historical  Essay  Contest  this 
year.  The  idea  of  the  Historical  Es- 
say Contest  was  hers;  she  drafted  the 
rules,  suggested  ways  of  promoting 
the  contest,  threw  herself  whole- 
heartedly into  every  phase  of  the 
work.  To  her  is  due  most  of  the  praise 
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for  the  success  of  this  contest.  Al- 
ready she  is  working  on  plans  for 
next  year’s  contest. 

DRAMATIC  INTERESTS 
Always  interested  in  dramatics, 
Annabel  Horn  helped  organize^  the 
first  Dramatic  Club  at  Wesleyan,  and 
helped  put  on  the  first  Senior  Play. 
Since  then  she  has  worked  with  Gil- 
mor  Brown  at  the  Little  Theatre  in 
Pasadena,  California;  has  served  as 
director  of  the  Atlanta  Drama 
League;  and  had  charge  of  the  first 
moving  picture  developed  by  a high 
school.  This  was  “Descent  to  Aver- 
nus,”  a dramatization  of  Vergil,  film- 
ed by  a national  moving  picture  con- 
cern, and  shown  on  regular  circuit. 
LITERARY  INTERESTS 
Annabel  Horn  won  the  Junior  Eng- 
lish medal  at  Wesleyan  and  was  edi- 
tor-in-chief  of  the  Zig  Zag,  college  an- 
nual, and  of  The  Wesleyan,  college 
literary  magazine.  She  has  written  ar- 
ticles for  The  English  Journal,  The 
Classical  Journal,  The  Drama  Maga- 
zine, and  The  Atlanta  Journal,  be- 
sides textbooks. 

ATHLETIC  INTERESTS 
At  Wesleyan  Annabel  Horn  was 
Senior  Representative  of  the  Athletic 
Club,  and  played  on  all  the  teams.  She 
still  keeps  up  her  athletic  interests, 
and  has  spent  all  her  summers  canoe- 


ing in  the  north  woods  of  Michigan, 
Wisconsin,  and  Canada,  in  camping 
and  walking  trips,  etc.  The  latter 
have  taken  her  “hiking”  with  the 
Sierra  Club  of  California,  the  Rocky 
Mountain  Club  of  Colorado,  and  the 
Appalachian  Club  of  Georgia  and 
surrounding  states.  She  has  taken 
walking  trips  in  England,  Scotland, 
Wales,  Italy,  and  the  Hebrides.  She 
is  now  an  active  member  of  the  Geor- 
gia Appalachian  Trail  Club.  She  had 
charge  of  the  survey  of  recreation  for 
the  City  of  Atlanta  several  years  ago 
and  was  sent  to  study  recreation  in 
Chicago  and  St.  Louis.  Most  of  the 
suggestions  of  her  committee  are  now 
an  important  part  of  the  Atlanta 
recreation  system,  especially  for  golf 
and  playgrounds.
